W ashington, Dec. 21.—The United 


States supreme court today reversed 


the refusal of the federal court in 


New Hampshire to extradite Harry 
K. Thaw’ to New York. 
The effect of 


today’s decision is to cause Thaw to 


be taken from New Hampshire to New 


York at once. 


On August 17, 1913, Thaw escaped 


from the M atteawan insane hospital 


in New York, where lie had been con­ 


fined after two trials for the murder 


of Stanford White. 
Charged with a 


conspiracy to escape he w ai finally 
arrested in New Hampshire. 
He was indicted in New York and 
application was made for hi3 extra­ 
dition. 
Thaw' appealed to the federal 
courts and Federal 
Judge 
Aldrich 
beld that Thaw 
should 
be 
releaed 
from custody. 
An appeal from this decision was 
taken to the United States supreme 
court and Justice Holmes announced 
the decision today. 
The decision was* 
unanimous. 
Judge Holmes first overruled the 
contention that it was not a crime 
for a man confined in an insane asy­ 
lum to walk out if he could and that 
therefore a conspiracy to do so was 
not a crime. 
“We do not regard it as open to the 
case that the withdrawal by conniv­ 
ance of a man from an insane asylum 
to which he has been committed as 
Thaw’ was intends to obstruct the ad- 
minisration of the law. 
“ At least the New York co irts may 
decide. 
Therefore 
Hie 
indictment 
charges a crime. 
If there is any re­ 
mote defects in tho earlier proceed­ 
ings by which Thaw was committed, 
which we are far from intimating, 
this is not the time and place for this 
question to be tried.” 
Justice Holmes said the most seri­ 
ous argum ent for Thaw’ wag that if 
he w’ere insane w hen he contrived his 
escape, he could not be guilty of a 
crime; while, if he were not insane. 
he w’as entitled to be discharged and 
that his confinement and other facts 
in the record required the supreme 
court to assume that he was insane. 
“But this is not Thaw ’s trial,” com­ 
mented the justice upon these lines 
of the argument, “and whether he 
was sane or insane is not a question.” 
The decision was then announced.

GREEDY HObo ARE DESIRABLE 


Oregon Station Finds by Actual Feed­ 
ing Tests That Heaviest Eater Is 
M ost Profitable. 


The Oregon agricultural station has 
found out by actual feeding tests that 
the hog which eats most greedily is 
the most profitable. Thirty pigs were 
divided into three lots, the heaviest 
eaters in one lot, and others graded 
according to their capacity for con­ 
suming feed. 
A hundred hogs like the heaviest 
caters at the rate of gain made and 
present prices, would make a profit 
of $297.05, or almost exactly $3 a 
hqacL 
A hundred like the poorest 
feeders would have made a profit of 
$115.65, or only a little more than a 
dollar a head. 
They were evenly 
graded as to size and sex. 
lf there 
is this great difference between the 
heavy-eating hogs and the light eat­ 
ers—then most hog growers will agree 
that the breeders might well devote 
themselves to breeding appetite in 
hogs, instead of color or fancy points. 
If the appetite makes the profits, 
breed a n n ite .

The death of Mr. Zimmerman was 
unexpected, although his health has 
not been of the best for the last few 
weeks. 
W hen he was seized by the fatal 
attack lie was studying records of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton rail­ 
road, preparatory, it is believed, to 
testifying before Commissioner Hall, 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion, who is conducting an investiga­ 
tion of the sale of that road and the 
Pere Marquette to J. P. Morgan & 
Co. 
Mr. 
Zimmerman 
was 
active 
in 
bringing about the union of the two 
railroads and was prominent in the 
sale of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton, which for the second tim e is 
in the hands of a receiver. 
Mr. Zimmerman was a veteran of 
the civil war, a Thirty-second degree 
Mason and a member of tho Loyal 
Legion. 
He was born* in Vicksburg, 
Miss., in 1847, but wask a resident of 
\ 
"Cincinnati when the war broke out 
and served on the Union gunboats on 
the 
Ohio 
and 
M ississippi 
rivers, 
finally reaching the 
rank 
of 
com­ 
mander. 
After the war he engaged in m il 
road construction wTork and became a 
leading construction engineer 
The 
large Chesapeake 
& 
Ohio 
railroad 
bridge over the Ohio rive* at Cincin­ 
nati was designed by him and built 
under his supervision. 
He became involved in many large 
financial deals, principally in railroad 
stocks and real estate, and his for­ 
tune is estim ated in the millions. 
His only child, Helena, married Lie 
Duke of M anchester in 
1900, after 
which Mr. Zimmerman spent much of 
his tim e in Europe and New York. 
Until the Duchess of M anchester can 
be heard from no arrangem ents for 
the funeral will be made.

Rape Crewing in Popularity as Feed— 
Movable Fences Should Be Em­ 
ployed to Avoid Trampling. 


Pigs ir< clover aro popularly sup­ 
posed to be in tho ideal animal en­ 
vironment, but tho cold facts show 
that pigs in rape do better. 
Recently 21 pigs fed on rape for 
eight weeks gained 57 pounds more 
weight than the same number fed on 
clover for the same time. 
It is a mistake to assume, however, 
that rape alone makes an ideal food 
for gain. They must have some grain. 
Fed on rape or clover alone, pigs will 
do better on clover. 
Rape should be fed by means of 
movable fences, in order that the pigs 
may not trample the field too much. 
Clover has to be pastured, or it 
will quickly become dry and wroody, 
and therefore, without proper nutri­ 
tion. 
With ordinary rainfall rape pro­ 
vides a constant pasturage.

F oil Scott, Ka s., Dec. 21.—The fol­

written by John L. Caldwell, of this 
city, now minister to Persia, and is 
printed in the Tribune-Monitor: 
Teheran, Nov. IO, 1914.—A line to 
a newspaper often saves lots of writ­ 
ing, because in this w a / 
one 
can 
reach so many friends bv one stroke 
of the pen, hence this missive. 
W e are now comfortably 
settled, 
but miss our many friends; especial­ 
ly in view of th e fact th at practically 
no mail gets through 
coming 
tills 
way. 
Even my New York and Lon­ 
don papers are now stepped. 
Some 
little mail comes in from .he south by 
way of the Persian Gull a n d ,Hilshire, 
but that takes more than thirty days 
a l w it reaches the gulf to get to 
Teheran. 
I 
get 
a 
daily 
telegraph 
service from London via India, which 
gives largely war news, and of course 
is censored heavily. 
It is something 
like our Associated Press, only it is 
partisan. 
Though I manage to dine out nearly 
every day, special life in Teheran is 
not what it “lister was.*' 
The w ar 
has 
made 
enemies 
out 
of 
former 
friends, and it takes some diplomatic 
salve to be all things to all sides. 
About the only strictly neutrals are 
the .Spanish m inister and myself, and 
in as much as he sj»ent several years 
in America and is thoroughly Amer­ 
icanized w'e are quite chummy. 
The 
Spanish legation is within fifty yards 
of the American. 
Persia has issued a oroclamation 
of strict neutrality, aud Pm sure she 
will remain so. 
So far Iv e been kept quite busy, 
and so is the clerk, secretary, inter­ 
preter and moonslri. 
The secretary is, 
also consul general of Persia. 
Code rues.- ages for calne service are 
not received, so when I communicate 
with government olficials it must be 
in plain English. 
I thought of suggesting to the Kan­ 
sas Bar Acacia!ion the adoption of 
the Persian custom and law of fixing 
in the marriage contract the amount 
to be paid the wife in case tho hus­ 
band ever 
tivorced her. 
It 
would 
certainly be a help in some cases. 
Under our courtship and love-making 
system a man would consent, if not 
himself insist, that the sum be al­ 
most fabulous. 
Here the first time 
that the groom sees the bride is just 
after the ceremony is said, and Hum 
he views her through a looking glass. 
The parents arrange the match, and 
often, like royal matches, are arrang­ 
ed years in advance and when the 
son and daughter are still in pina­ 
fores or swaddling clot ies. 
The Presbyterians are doing a won­ 
derful work in Northern Persia 
The 
South part—the zone of British in­ 
fluence, is handled by the- established 
Church 
of 
England, [h a mission­ 
aries not only carry 
on 
religious 
work, but I hey conduct schools, 
a 
number of 
them are doctors, 
and 
there are some very fine 
hospitals. 
Thir bet, dry altitude produces a deal 
of e *e trouble, and Dr. Cook, of the 
American hospital here in Teheran, 
operates on as many %% twenty peo­ 
ple a week for cataract, and in some

(I don’t know whether it’s a warranty 
or quit-claim.) 
Hp to the time of the “sigay” the 
man has never seen the face of toe 
woman. 
Even then while the cere­ 
mony is being said by the mullah 
(priest) she sits behind a screen, and 
answers questions “wilt thou 
have 
ibis man for thy lawful husband, etc., 
etc. 
The court costs of divorce are j 
like what we pay for getting the knot! 
tied--just whatever you ’.eel like giv-1 
ing tho mui’an, who gives you the 
writing that you are divorced; it of­ 
ten runs as low as two and a half 
kans—22 cents of our money (skid- 


U IO ). 
It is s Mom that maidens are given 
in “sigay” marriages, this process be­ 
ing usually used in cases of widows, 
though not always so.

of the sigay is called “shirbaha,” and 
the sum on final divorce “mehriyeli.”
